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Since tlie puLlication of a paper by tli(^ writer entitLM “ De- 
scriptions of Sev(‘nteen Xew X"eotroj)ieal l>irds ” (Ann. Carne^ne 
^lus., Mil, BH2, It)8-214), the Carne^de ^Uuseinn has received 
eonsiderahle new inal(‘rial from tropical America, wliile in 
addition four important families — Formicariiche, Furnariida*, 
Dcndrocolaptida\ and Trochilidm — have been critically worked 
over, in all yielding a surprisingly large number of novelties. 
In order to make some of the results of these studies imme- 
diately available to ornithologists it has been thought l)est to 
]^ublish brief diagnoses of the new forms at tins time, leaving 
the detailed descri))tions and critieal notes to appear later in a 
scries of more formal papers now in course of i)re])aration.
